ih United States as far as the import into Windau 
is concerned, the imports from the States in 1907 amounting to 
180,114/., and those from the United Kingdom to only 72,0851. 
This, he remarks, may be accounted for by the American machines 
being cheaper than the British. The question of durability and 
economy of fuel, as well as of the quality of the work done by the 
machines, seems to be a secondary consideration with the buyers 
in the interior. 
Mr. Ruffmann states that the municipality of Windau is contem- 
plating ameliorations, such as water works, 
Public Works. tramways, canalisation, and up-to-date street 
lighting, as well as the arrangements necessary 
to constitute Windau a modern bathing place. The Crown has 
granted powers to borrow 100,000/. for the purpose, this loan, how- 
ever, to be without any guarantee on the part of the Government. 


Mr. Ruffmann adds that, excepting the saw mills, there are no 
factories at Windau. The banks of the river, 
which for s good many miles from the estuary 
can, with comparatively little expense, be 
deepened to permit of the passage of large 
steamers, would afford good sites for industrial undertakings, 
shipbuilding yards and the like, and the fact that Windau is an 
open port all the year round would confer on such enterprises 
benefits, which, with the sole exception of Libau, no other Russian 
or Finnish Baltic port can afford. I1t is suggested that British 
capital and enterprise might find here ample scope for activity and 
profitable work.

‘‘ Automobiles do not abound in this district on account of their 
price and cost of upkeep, but I should say 
Motor Omnibus. there was an opening for a motor omnibus to 
work on the roads to the villages where the 
railway does not run aud take the Arabs to the markets. It must 
be a strong vehicle, capable of seating 30 or 40 people. There are 
markets within a radius of 50 kiloms. (380 miles) on nearly every 
day of the week, and I think that a motor omnibus would earn its 
living in that trade. The roads are well built and as a rule not 
hilly ; a moderate speed of 10 to 12 miles an hour would be quite 
fast enough. At present the traffic is in the hands of the Maltese 
and Arabs, who run ramshackle brakes and worn-out diligences, 
drawn by three or four horses, which they load to- breaking point. 


‘“‘ Bicycles are much employed, especially amongst the working 
classes, to go to and from their work. They 
Bicycles. are generally of French make, and of the 
cheap quality, selling here, on the monthly 

payment system, at 4/. to 6l.”

BRAZIL: 


The following information respecting certain items of the import 
trade of Brazil has been received from the Acting British Consul- 
General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. V. H. C. Bosanquet) :— 


The value of coal imported into Brazil in 1906 was 1,701,3771., of 
which 1,694,348/. worth came from the United 
Coal. Kingdom. In 1907 the total value imported 
increased to 2,050,044/., of which the United 
Kingdom furnished coal to the value of 2 029, 1967. The increas- 
ing substitution of electric power for steam in mills and factories 
will necessarily somewhat affect the importation of coal. One of 
the Caricao cotton mills is installing electric power, and the Rio de 
Janeiro flour mills are about to make a similar change. Mills and 
factories whose steam boilers are worn out will probably, in some 
cases at least, prefer to instal electric power rather than renew 
their old machinery. But this change from steam to electricity 
will not touch the railways and steamship companies, foreign and 
native, which are, doubtless, by far the largest consumers of coal 
in the country, and the demand for coal will increase in proportion 
to the expansion of their lines. Moreover, small factories are 
growing up, and some now in existence are increasing their output, 
so that, unless these receive a set-back owing to depression in trade, 
they will require more coal than formerly. 
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BRA ZI Li—continued. 

In 1907 the total quantity of cement imported amounted to 
179,323 tons, or about 100 tons less than the 
Cement. previous year. The value of the import, how- 
ever, increased from 468,452/. to 538,770I. in 
1907. German cement heads the list with 78,127 tons, valued 
at 205,0021., in 1906, and 83,025 tons, worth 259,880/., in 1907. 
As regards weight, imports from the United Kingdom amounted to 
about one-third of Germany’s in 1906, and over one-half in 1907. 
In 1906 Belgium sent more cement than the United Kingdom, 
but in 1907 she was behind, as her importation had fallen off, 
while that from the United Kingdom had nearly doubled in weight 

and more than doubled in value. 


The total value c.i.f. in Brazil of cotton manufactured goods imported 

Cotton Manu- during the year 1907 was 4,230,540/., of which 
factured Goods the share contributed by the United Kingdom 
: * amounted to 2,437,428]. The value of the 
imports in 1906 was 3,595,658/., and that of the British share, 
2,159,8901. The greatest expansion has taken place in the 
importation of dyed piece-goocls, the increase being mainly due to 
imports from the United Kingdom. Printed piece-goods and 
others have also slightly increased, while there has been some 
decline in bleached pieve-goods. Austria-Hungary stands easily 
first in the importation of clothing, the importations from the 
United Kingdom being insignificant, while Germany runs very 
near the United Kingdom a3 regards lace, insertions and similar 
goods, and, if we may judge from the figures for the two years, is 
gaining upon her. 

The importation of cotton goods would, naturally, be far larger 
were it not for the local cotton factories, which can now turn out 
good cottons in very large quantities. | 
The number of motor cars entering the country in 1906 is not 

stated in the Government returns, but in 1907 

Motor Cars. 366 were imported, of which 230 came from 

France, 54 from the United States, 28 from 
Germany, and only 22 from the United Kingdom. According to 
the official figures for 1907, France nearly doubled the value of her 
imports as compared with the previous year, the United States 
more than doubled theirs, while the total value of those from 
Germany greatly increased. The United Kingdom alone showed a 
falling-off, the value of her imports decreasing from slightly under 
13,0002. to about 11,5007. | 

According to information furnished by the municipality, in 
March, 1908, the total number of cars then running in Rio de 
Janeiro and its suburbs amounted to about 415, of which some 
30 per cent. were traffic cars or trollies, The number of cars

then running in Sao Paulo and district was reported to amount to 
about 100 at that date, of which some 10 per cent. were traffic cars 
or trollies. The prospects of future development appear to depend 
upon the construction of good roads in the neighbourhood of 
Rio de Janeiro and in other parts of Brazil. Should there be any 
considerable advance in road-making the possibilities of expansion 
would be great so long as the duty on motor cars remained as low 
as it is at present. Even as things stand there seems no sufficient 
reason for the small share which British firms possess in this 
import trade. 


In 1906 Belgium supplied Brazil with railway cars and wagons 
Railway Cars valued at 75,900/., of the total weight of 3,176 
anal Wiens: tons. The total imports under this head 
.auletienen amounted to 3,594 tons, valued at 95,0161. 

: The imports from the United Kingdom only 
amounted to 63 tons, valued at 2.2321. In 1907, however, the 
total tonnage of imports of this class rose to 7,429 tons, of the 
value of 262,319/., and imports from the United Kingdom sprang 
to 4,469 tons weight of the value of 171,562/., while those from 

Belgium decreased somewhat. 

The locomotives used in Brazil come in greatest numbers from 
the United States. It is satisfactory, however, that British 
imports under this head increased considerably both in weight 
and value in 1907, and in a much larger proportion than 
those from the States. Any further development in this class of 
imports from the United Kingdom would seem to depend upon 
the expansion of the British railways of Brazil. 


In the importation of machinery in 1906 and 1907 the United 
Kingdom is first with an estimated value of 
Machinery. 862,693/. in 1906 and 1,261,855/. in 1907. 
The United States runs her close with an 
estimated value of 713,285l. imported in 1906 and 1,189,105. in 
1907, while Germany comes third with imports valued at 446,4.46/. 
in 1906 and 669,091/. in the following year. Of the industrial 
machinery imported by far the greater part comes from the 
United Kingdom. In 1906 she supplied machinery of this class 
to the value of 211,555/., and in 1907 her imports under this head 
attained the value of 378,500/. German imports come second, and 
these increased considerably in 1207 over the previous year. 


The importation of sewing machines in 1907 was nearly double 
Sew; that of the preceding year. This is accounted 
‘okie for by the large increase in imports from 
—— Germany, and the still more striking advance 


made by the United States. Germany still heads the lists, but

. it seems likely that.she may soon be beaten by the United States. 
The United Kingdom comes third, but a long way behind the 
other two. 


Imports in 1907 under the head of “ Implements and tools ” were

and Tools. tial increase over 1906. The United Kingdom 
pega supplied 3,887 tons, valued at 188,850/., in 
1906, and 4,144 tons, valued at 220,000/., last year. In the 
amount of her imports Germany comes second and the United 
States third, but in value their positions are reversed. 


In the importation of chemical products and medicines the United 
Chemical Kingdom holds first place with 9,282 tons in 
Siiiieote ted 1906, of the value of 183,9241., and 9 040 tons 
Medicines. in 1907, valued at 185,6171. France, with a much 
smaller weight in proportion to value, comes 
‘second with 1,163 tons, worth 150,696/., in 1906, and 1,371 tons, 
valued at 179, 7351. in 1907. Germany, who is third as regards 
‘the value of her imports, brought in a greater weight than 
France, 7.e., 3,705 tons in 1906 and 4,696 tons in 1907, of the 
respective values of 140,952/. and 172,364. 


In the imports of earthenware and china, both in 1906 and 1907, 
vee the United Kingdom comes first and Germany 
gins ha second, other countries being far behind. In the 
be op importation of bottles, flasks, goblets and 
stumblers Germany is first and other countries entirely out of the 
running. As regards glass and crystal Germany comes first, 
France second, and Austria-Hungary third. In window glass 
Belgium is well ahead of other competitors, and the United 
Kingdom comes second. 


As regards linen piece-goods, both in 1906 dina 1907 the United 
Kingdom is far .ahead of other competitors, 
while Belgium comes second and France third. 
German imports, on the other hand, which were 
not important in 1906, were even less in amount in 1907.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


British Columbia.—The Board of ‘Trade Correspondent at Victoria 
(British Columbia) writes: “It is unlikely that English manu- 
facturing firms will make very much progress in extending their 
business in this section of the country if they confine their efforts 
to correspondence and the sending of catalogues. American manu- 
facturers almost invariably take means of showing the actual 
samples of their goods to the buyers and somewhat similar methods 
will have to be adopted by English firms if they desire to meet 
with equal success.” 


Kerman.—H.M. Consul at Kerman (Major ©. T. Ducat), in his 
report on the trade of that Consular District for the year ending 
20th March, 1908 (Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 4,087), refers 
to the Jack of means of communication with Bunder Abbas, owing 
to which the imports of the district during the period mentioned 
amounted to only 164 lakhs and the exports to less than 84 lakhs. 
The mere fact, however, Major Ducat remarks, that this amount of 
trade has been carried on in the face of existing difficulties is a 
strong proof that the district.is not without commercial possi- 
bilities. 

“The district of Jiruft,” he continues, “is 100 miles long and 
several miles broad. Besides being full of mimerals it is well: 
watered and can grow wheat, rice, cotton, tobacco and possibly tea: 
For want of communication its minerals are untouched and its 
agricultural production is at present restricted to its own require- 
ments. Parallel to-it and about the same size is the district of 
Narmashir, with equal or greater possibilities. It: is: practically ’ 
divided between three or' four landowners, who are: millionatres 
already, and! make large incomes yeuarly’out of henna, though it all :

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has to be sent as far as Yezd to be treated. It could export 
thousands of bales of cotton if there was only proper means of 
transporting them to the coast. At right angle to these two 
districts is the district of Rudbar, smaller but little less fertile than 
the other two. A road or railway from Bunder Abbas through 
Rudbar and up the Narmashir valley to Kerman would also, tap 
Jiruft, as the Jiruft valley opens into Rudbar and there is no barrier 
between them. 

* Within 20 miles of Kerman itself there is sufficient iron and 
copper to supply the whole of Persia and leave thousands of tons 
for export. A mining expert who examined the hills where the 
ores are, expressed the opinion that they were in such quantity and 
so easily workable that he believed they would. pay even under 
existing conditions. Coal has been found in the district and was 
formerly brought into Kerman for sale. The Persians are quite 
alive to the possibilities of the district, and there is a strong feeling 
growing up in favour of altering the existing state of affairs. The 
Satrap of Jiruft told me he could make a fortune out of indigo if 
he could only introduce the necessary machinery for treating it, 
and he is probably correct, as the synthetic dye is prohibited in 
this country. Another landowner in Jiruft made inquiries about 
tea and the possibility of working it if he found it would grow. 
‘Others have asked about agricultural machinery and improvements. 
“The town people are beginning to understand that they pay nearly 
‘twice as much as they need do for their sugar, clothes and other 
necessaries, and all are coming round to the view that they pay too 
dearly for the fancied security of their isolation. There is no 
reason why the district should not be opened up, and when it is I 
think it will be found of considerable commercial importance.” 








COURT OF ARBITRATION. 


The President of the Board of Trade is causing the following 
memorandum to be communicated to Chambers of Commerce and 
Employers’ and Workmen’s Associations. 


Memoraidum. 


1. Under the Conciliation Act of 1896 the Board of Trade has 
‘power to appoint a Conciliator in trade disputes and an Arbitrator 
at the request of both parties. These slender means of interven- 
tion have been employed in cases where opportunity has offered, 
and the work of the Department in this sphere has considerably 
increased of recent years. In 1905 the Board of ‘l'rade intervened 
in 14 disputes and settled them all: in 1906 they intervened in 
20 cases and settled 16: in 1907 they intervened in 89 cases and 
settled 32: while during the first eight months of the present 
year no fewer than 47 cases of intervention have occurred, of 
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which 35 have been already settled, while some of the remainder 
are still being dealt with. 

2. It is not proposed to curtail or replace any of the existing 
functions or practices under the Conciliation Act, nor in any 
respect to depart from its voluntary and permissive character. 
The good offices of the Department will still be available to all in 
industrial circles for the settlement of disputes whenever oppor- 
tunity offers; single Arbitrators and Conciliators will still be 
appointed whenever desired; special interventions will . still be 
undertaken in special cases, and no element of compulsion will 
enter into any of these proceedings. But the time has now 
arrived when the scale of these operations deserves, and indeed 
requires, the creation of some more formal and permanent 
machinery; and, with a view to consolidating, expanding, and 
popularising the working of the Conciliation Act, I propose to set 
up a Standing Court of Arbitration. 

3. The Court, which will sit whenever required, will be com- 
posed of three (or five) members, according to the wishes of the 
parties, with fees and expenses to members of the Court, and to 
the Chairman during sittings. The Court will be nominated by 
the Board of Trade from three. panels. The first panel—of Chair- 
men—will comprise persons of eminence and impartiality. The 
second wiil be formed of persons who, while preserving an im- 
partial mind in regard to the particular dispute, are nevertheless 
drawn from the “ employer class.” The third panel will be formed 
of persons similarly drawn from the class of workmen and Trade 
Unionists. It is hoped that this composition will remove from the 
Court the reproach which workmen have sometimes brought 
against individual Conciliators and Arbitrators, that, however fair 
they mean to be, they do not intimately understand the position 
of the manual labourer. It is believed that by the appointment 
of two arbitrators selected from the employers’ panel and two from 
the workmen’s panel in difficult cases, thus constituting a Court 
of five instead of three persons, the decisions of the Court would 
be rendered more authoritative, especially to the workmen, whe, 
according to the information of the Board of Trade, are more 
ready to submit to the judgment: of two of their representatives 
than of one. As the personnel of the Court would be constantly 
varied, there would be no danger of the Court itself becoming un- 
popular with either class in consequence of any particular decision ; 
there would be no difficulty in choosing members quite uncon- 
nected with the case in dispute, and no inconvenient labour would 
be imposed upon anyone who consented to serve-on the panels. 
Lastly, in order that the peculiar conditions of any trade may be 
fully explained to the Court, technical assessors may be appointed 
by the Board of Trade at the request of the Court or of the parties 
to assist in the deliberations, but without any right to vote. 
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4, The state of public opinion upon the general question of. 
Arbitration in Trade disputes may be very conveniently tested by 
such a voluntary arrangement. Careful inquiry through various 
channels open to the Board of Trade justifies the expectation that 
the plan would not be unwelcome in industrial circles. The 
Court will only be called into being if, and in proportion as, it is 
actually wanted, No fresh legislation is necessary. )

PREMIUM SYSTEM IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The report* by H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. A. Finn) 
on the trade of that consular district during the year 1$07 contains 
the following account of the premium system in the United States, 
which has assumed such large proportions that merchandise to the 
value of 40 million dollars is estimated to have been manufactured 
and sold for free distribution in America in 1907. 

It appears that the custom of giving away merchandise for 
advertising purposes has so greatly increased in the United States 
that a number of large corporations have sprung up and turned 
themselves asians into manufacturers of novelty advertising 
.and premium goods, while a number of the best known firms con- 
duct extensive departments which cater for this trade. | 

* Among premium goods,” Mr. Finn continues, ‘“ may be classed 
practica'ly everything that one finds in the shops to-day. Crockery, 
ativerware, cutlery, furniture, musical instruments, moluding

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pianos, cut glass, c!ocks, maps, books, pictures, mirrors, fire-arms, 
and even automobiles and waggons are now given away by firms 
to stimulate trade. 

“There are nearly 100 plans for using premiums, and new ones 
are constantly being thought out by the inventive genius of those 
concerned, always eager to stimulate trade by giving new induce- 
ments to the patron. Premiums are used by manufacturers to 
influence dealers to give preference to their line and push it in their 
own trade. Manufacturers use premiums with retailers to help the 
latter firstly to attract custom for the manufacturer’s own article, 
and secondly to help the retailer to bring new customers into his 
own store. Premiums are used by the dealers in the same way to 
reach the retailers and theconsumer. Shopkeepers themselves buy 
and use the premiums on their own account to increase their own 
local trade and to draw trade from outside their own neighbour- 
hood.- Manufacturers and dealers also use the premiums among 
agents to secure loyal service and stimulate their own work in 
pushing their goods. Publishers use the premiums in this country 
to attract fresh subscriptions to their own newspapers and 
magazines. 

‘‘ It appears from ‘The Novelty News’ [the official organ of the 
premium trade] that there are several well-known principles 
governing this trade, which, when well understood, dissipate all the 
apparent impossibilities of premium-selling plans. For instance, 
the magnet which draws is ‘to get something for nothing,’ and in 
America, if not all over the world, almost everybody likes to do so. 
In the premium business patrons unquestionably do get something 
for nothing when dealing with reliable houses. Yet the paradox is 
that they pay for it also, since it is the cardinal aim of the concerns 
giving away premiums that the patron should pay for all he gets, 
and their explanation is :— 

“First, that a premium may be regarded as merely a cash 
discount for trade. Almost any merchant would give 2 or 3 per 
cent. in the United States for cash payment of his bills. The 
premium user invests in merchandise which he buys in quantities 
from the premium houses, often at a price below that obtaining in 
the ordinary trade. He gives only as much merchandise, it appears, 
as would represent 2 or 3, or at the outside, say, 5 per cent., of the 
cost of the articles bought and paid for. The premium is not given 
unless the article is paid for in cash. 

“‘Secondly, this plan also proves to be a good advertisement, 
because the fact that a merchant gives merchandise of good quality 
as a reward for trading at his store very naturally advertises itself, 
and his fame is spread throughout all the district where he does or 
can do business. People come both from curiosity and cupidity— 
at times often to scoff, then remaining to trade, when they see the 
articles they are to receive as gifts displayed before them, and they 
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satisfy themselves that they are really of good quality. So, in this 
way, the premium house is often enabled to cut out or cut down its 
advertising expenses. 

“Thus it is not surprising to see in the catalogues of these 
premium houses lists of goods made by the best silverware, cutlery, 
furniture, hardware, glassware and music houses in the United 
States. It seems to be an accepted fact in America, after the 15 
years of experience which the premium business has undergone, 
that premium goods must be of good quality or else they defeat 
the purpose for which they are distributed. 

‘The premium business has become a well established branch in 
the advertising and sales departments of such trades as follows :— 
Tea, coffee, spices, baking powder, soap, tobacco, brewing and 
distilling, manufacture and sale of carbonated waters, patent 
medicines, cereals, flour, various prepared foods, condensed 
milk, &c. 

“It should be said that the use of trading stamps, coupons, &Xc., 
represents one method of distributing premiums, but only one, and 
is a comparatively small phase of the premium business. Many 
of the premium people are opposed to trading stamp methods, and 
regard them as bad business policy. Yet they offer other premium 
methods for stimulating sales, which come to the same thing in the 
end to both dealer and customers, increasing the profits of one and 
the quantity of merchandise which the other obtains for his money.

“Thus, it will be apparent that the premium industry has become 
a very important one in America, there being now more than 600 
manufacturers and more or less important wholesale houses in the 
United States which make and sell lines of merchandise used exclu- 
sively for giving away in order to stimulate trade.” 





HARBOUR WORKS AT DAIREN, 


Referring to the articles on pp. 562-3 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 11th June last, and on p. 483 of that of 3rd Sep- 
tember, relative to port conditions at Dairen, the Acting British 
Vice-Consul at that port (Mr. G. H. Phipps) has forwarded a 
translation of an article dealing with the present condition of the 
harbour works that appeared in the Dairen Supplement of the 
‘“‘Manshi Shimpd” (a Japanese newspaper published at Newchwang) 
of the 13th/14th August, from which the following particulars are 
extracted. 

The total cost of the Dairen Harbour Works will be about 
12,500,000 yen (1,276,042/.). The following is an outline of the 
works decided upon :—Repair of the northern breakwater, con- 
struction of an eastern breakwater, repair of the stone facing of 
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the eastern wharf, reconstruction of the inner side of the eastern 
wharf, reclamation at the northern end of the eastern wharf, 
dredging within the harbour, reclamation of ground as site for 
workshops, construction of workshops, purchase of ships and boats, 
machines and appliances, and the construction of the Oyama 
wharf. 

The cost of-the above, including the cost of superintendence of 
‘the works and the investigation expenses, amounts to something 
over 7,000,000 yen (714,585/). With the exception of the Oyama 
wharf, work has been begun on all of these undertakings. The 
present condition of the works is as follows :— 


Northern Breakwater—The construction of this dates from 
Russian days. It is about 2,850 feet in length, with a breadth 
of 20 feet at the top, and rises 24 feet above high-water mark. 
Breachés in the breakwater exist, due to the foundation-rubble 
having been insufficient in the first instance and also to its having 
subsided and having been eaten away by the action of the waves. 
Rubble is now being thrown down to repair these breaches, and as 
soon as the specified quantity is in position, the work of replacing 
and fixing the concrete blocks will be undertaken. 


Eastern Breakwater.—The construction is planned of a break- 
water running in a straight line from the end of the Eastern 
Wharf towards the mouth of the harbour, 1,221 ft. in length, 
20 ft. wide at the top, and 24 ft. above high-water mark. ‘The 
work is to be completed in the year 1910. 

Repair of Stone Facing of Eastern Wharf.—The repair and con- 
struction of about 1,800 ft. of this stone facing, which was left 
uncompleted from Russian days or has been washed away by the 
waves, is now being undertaken. The concrete blocks are being 
put into position wherever the specified height has been attained, 
and this work should accordingly shortly reach completion. 


Reconstruction of Inner Side of Eastern Wharf—At present, the 
Eastern Wharf half way down its length takes a bend in an 
easterly direction to facilitate the entrance and exit of ships into 
and from the harbour. This bend is, however, of no_ special 
utility, and the Railway Company are proposing to reconstruct 
this part of the wharf with the object of making it useful and to 
demolish the portion that bends to the east, making the whole 
parallel to the main wharf. When this work is completed, which 
it is anticipated will be in the year 1910, it is proposed to set up 
a. coal-loading machine called a ‘‘ Brown Hoist,” and to use the 
wharf for mooring coal-carrying vessels. 

Reclamation at the Eastern Wharf.—The space Ibetwiee the two 
arms of the Eastern Wharf is to be filled up when the above- 
“described works on the Eastern Wharf are completed. 
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Dredging within the Harbour.—There are some parts of Dairen: 
Harbour which were insnflficiently dredged in Russian days and: 
others which are gradually silting up. It is planned to dredge the: 
area in front of the Wharf Office to a: depth of 24 ft. at low: 
water and that in front of the Harbour Works Office to a depth of 
26 ft., and to dredge the space between the end of the wharves and / 
the Northern Breakwater and the area on either side of that space 
to a depth of 30 ft. Dredging operations are now being carried’ 
on with one Rudder dredger, two Priestman dredgers and 195: 
or 16 iron mud-scows and lighters. The average daily capacity of 
the Rudder dredgers is 300 tsubo (1,200 sq. yds.) and of the 
Priestman dredgers 40 tsubo (160 sq. yds.). 

Reclamation of Site for Hurbour-works Workshops.—A consider- 
able area of ground is required for workshops, for the manufacture of’ 
concrete blocks and for the construction and repair of various 
appliances and machines. No suitable place being at present 
available, a portion of the cement go-downs are at present unavoid- 
ably being used as workshops. To obtain such requisite area, the 
creek at the back of the Harbour Works Office is being filled in’ 
with earth and stones. 

Provision of Ships and Boats, and Machines.—The number of 
ships and boats, appliances and machines required for the harbour 
works is very considerable and reaches a total value of over 
1,200,000 yen (i22,500/.). Of these, three steam-launches, two 
50-ton cranes, diving apparatus and the accompanying appliances. 
have mostly been purchased, and the only things now remaining to 
be bought are one steam-launch and some articles of no great cost. 

Oyama Wharf.—The construction of this wharf has been decided — 
upon, but will not be taken in hand at once, It is planned to use 
it as a wharf for junks only, and it will be on a small scale, the 
cost being only 40,000—50,000 yen (4,083/.—5,1041.). 





COTTON UNDERWEAR INDUSTRY IN JAPAN. 


The following memorandum on the knitted cotton underwear* 
industry in Japan has been received trom the British Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) :— 7 

The cotton underwear industry in Japan has grown of late 
years by leaps and bounds. In 1902 the amount exported was. 
valued at 33,000/., while last year (1907) it exceeded 378,000/. 
The principal market has always been British India, which took | 
276,800. worth out of the total export of 378,700/. in 1907, and - 
182,000/. worth of the total export of 261,7001. in 1906., It does 
not appear that the Japanese Government gives the industry. any 





* This memorandum refers chiefly to undervests and drawers of cotton and’ does 
not include the making of socks and stockings and silk underclothing, which isra - 
minor though growing industry. ae 
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special encouragement in the way of State aid, but it tries to 
assist the manufacturers by supplying them with information, In 
a recent official report particulars were given as to the sizes, shapes 
and colours suited to the various markets, while manufacturers 
were warned against the use of certain emblems as trade marks 
which might offend superstitious customers. In this report the 
characteristics of the various kinds of foreign underwear appearing 
on the Indian market were given. British and French goods are 
said to be excellent in quality and appearance but too dear. 
German, Italian and Spanish are also good and cheap, and the 
first-named are especially successful as regards plain goods. Of 
Japanese it is said that the appearance and finish are still far 
behind foreign competing goods, but that the quality, particularly 
of striped underclothing, surpasses everything else. 

As Osaka is the principal seat of this industry, statistics and 
particulars with regard to that town will sufficiently illustrate the 
whole industry. It appears that in 1906 (latest figures obtainable) 
there were in Osaka 148 factories or houses where this work was 
carried on. ._The total output was as follows:—Undervests and 
drawers, 337,0001.; socks, 65,000/.; gloves, 20,000/.; ‘‘net ” shirts, 
16,000/.; short drawers (sarwmata), 8,0001.; shawls, 11,000/.; 
other kinds, 10,000/., making a total of 467,000/. This sum, of 
course, includes goods for native consumption. 

The British Vice-Consul at Osaka (Mr. A. R. Firth) visited the 
factory of the principal exporter to India, and found that the 
machinery used there, with the exception of: the sewing machines 
and the machines for making the borders of the sleeves, was all of 
Japanese make. The original patterns were American, but the 
copies had been successfull; made at about a quarter of the price. 
Goods for the Japanese market were finished with American 
sewing machines, while cheap German ones were used for the 


articles for export.

3 p.m., and a steamer putting in for bunkers runs the risk of being 
detained until the following day, and on Saturdays or on the eve 
of a holiday the detention may be even more serious. Port charges 
at Rio de Janeiro have hitherto been a heavy item, but a law is 
now enforced under which steamers entering solely for suy:plies 
and not working cargo are freed from all further expenses on pay- 
ment of 2/. Coal is nominally free of duty, but the charges 
levied upon it in Brazilian ports are in fact much heavier than 
those imposed at Monte Video. Brazilian charges are 11 per cent. 
per ton of the nominal value of 20 milreis (say 11. 5s.), plus 2 per 
cent. gold port works tax and stamps, which together amount to 
about 3 $100 reis (say 4s.) per ton of 1,000 kilos., whereas at 
Monte Video they are believed to come to about 1s. 3d. per ton. 


In January, 1907, the agents of foreign shipping companies in 
Rio de Janeiro founded the ‘‘ Centro of Trans- 
atlantic Shipping” for the protection of their 
mutual interests. 

During the year the Centro claim to have 
dealt successfully with the following questions affecting foreign 
shipping :— 

1. The slowness of discharge in the custom-house. This had 
given serious cause of complaint owing to the long delays which 
occurred before goods could be discharged from lighters and the 
heavy expenses which accumulated meanwhile. The efforts of the 
~Centro in combination with the Centro of Commerce of Rio de 
Janeiro have been directed to obtaining an improvement in the 
service, and, despite a block which occurred early in the present 
year, it is claimed that this has been effected. It is, perhaps, too 
early as yet to judge of the extent of the improvement. 


2. The restrictions and formalities imposed upon ships entering 
or leaving the port. Formerly no ship was visited after sundown. 
Liners can now be visited by the authorities without extra expense 
up to 9 p.m., and this indulgence has been further extended to the 
ports of Bahia, Pernambuco and Manaos. If a ship wished to 
leave the port during the day she was, formerly, obliged to obtain 
a password, and if at night it was necessary to obtain official per- 
mission and arrange for special signals in order to enable her to 
pass the fortress. These formalities were exceedingly vexatious, 
but by the efforts of the Centro, aided by the Press, they were 
abolished on 28th March. 


3. Fees charged in the Argentine Consulate. The fees charged 
in this Consulate for ships proceeding to Buenos Aires had been 
unduly high, but have been reduced to more moderate dimensions.

Railway that, according to statistics recently published 
. by the Department of Public Works, 10,933 

Construction. niles of railway were under traffic in Brazil 
on lst January of the current year, while 2,057 miles were then 
in course of construction. Plans for 4,148 more miles of railway 
had been approved, which made a total mileage constructed, under 
construction, or to be constructed, of 17,138 miles. 

The following railway extensions and projections are those 
which principally affect the Rio Consular district :—- 

Leopoldina Ratlway.—The surveys and estimates presented by 
the Leopoldina Railway Company for the construction of the last 
section of 37 miles in length between Muniz Freire on the River 
Itapemirim and Mathilde in the State of Espirito Santo, which is 
to link together that line and what was formerly the South of 
Espirito Santo Railway, have been approved by a Presidential 
Decree. From Muniz Freire another line is under construction 
by the company going west to connect near Ponte Nova with their 
line running north from Rio de Janeiro to Saude in the State of 
Minas Geraes. The company has the right to extend the latter 
line northwards from Saude to Itabira, where a northern junction 
is proposed with the Central of Brazil (Government) Railway. 

Central of Brazil Ratlway.—This railway has a branch line to 
Caethe and Santa Barbara, and, according to present plans, will 
extend this to Itabira and thence to connect with the Victoria Dia- 
mantina Railway at Ferros. If, however, the extension of the 
Leopoldina line to Itabira is not carried out, it will probably effect 
a junction with that line at a point nearer to Santa Barbara, 

The railway, which now: connects with the West of Minas 
Railway at Sitio, the starting point of the latter line, will form 
another junction with it further north by a branch, now under 
construction, from Bello Horizonte to Gongalves Ferreira. 

The Central Railway is also being extended northwards, and the 
surveys of the last section to Pirapora on the Sao Francisco ‘River 
have been completed. The line already runs as far as Lassance, a 
distance of 570 miles from Rio de Janeiro, and only 56 miles 
short of Pirapora. 

Victoria and Diamantina Railway.—The whole length of the 
Victoria and Diamantina Railway, now under construction, is 578 
miles, of which 95 miles to Natividade are already under traffic 
and a further 58 miles in construction. | 

Sul de Bahia Railway.—The surveys for the Sul de Bahia 
(Government) Railway, by which it is proposed to link up the 
railway system of Bahia with the Victoria and Diamantina Railway, 
are officially reported to be nearly complete. It is intended that 
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this line shall eventually run from Figueira on the Victoria and: 
Diamantina line to Jequie in the State of Bahia, where it will 
meet the extension of the Nazareth Tram Road Railway, and so 
connect with Nazareth opposite Bahia. The Tram Road Railway 
has 161 miles from Nazareth now completed, of which 80 are 
already under traffic. Tenders for the construction of the Sul de 
Bahia Railway may be called for about the end of 1908 or the 
beginning of 1909, provided that the preliminary work is finished. 
by that time. 

North-West of Brazil Ratlway.—The contract originally con-. 
cluded between the Government and the North-West of Brazil 
Railway for the construction of a line to Cuyaba in the State of. 
Matto Grosso has been revised and tlie plans modified. The 
objective is now Corumba, and the line as far as Porto Esperanga, 
on the River Paraguay, is, according to contract, to be opened to 
traffic on 30th September, 1910. The line, which starts from 
Bahuru, an extreme point of the Sorocabana Railway, follows the 
River Tiete north-west to Itapura, where it crosses the River 
Parana, passes west to Aquidauana and Miranda, and from there 
runs north-west to Porto Esperanca and Corumba. All. the 
surveys are completed, and 143 miles of railway beyond Bahuru 
are now in traffic, while a further 50 miles are laid. 

Goyaz Railway.—F rom Formiga, the extreme point of the western 
branch of the West of Minas Railway, the Goyaz Railway Company 
have begun to construct a line to Goyaz of the total length of 436 
miles, of which 19 miles from Formiga to Arcos are now con- 
structed. Tenders have recently been invited for the construction 
of a line from a point 30 miles from Formiga to A. Izaacson on 
the east branch of the West of Minas Railway, and thence to Bello 
Horizonte, on the Central Railway.*

MEXICO. 


H.M. Minister in Mexico reports the publication in the “ Diario 
Oficial” of two contracts between the Ministry 
Working of Fomento and Sefior José Arce, whereby the 
Salt Marshes latter obtains a lease from the Mexican Govern- 
‘ ment of the salt marshes known as “ Ojo de 
Liebre ” or ‘“ San Bartolomé,’ on the west coast of Lower 
California, and of those known as “ San José” or “ El Amortajado,” 
on an island in the Gulf of California. The contracts in both 
cases cover a period of 10 years from the 22nd July, 1908, 
and their provisions in other respects are identically the same; 
they are in renewal of older ones, entered into with other persons 
for the same purpose some 20 years ago, which have now been 
rescinded. The lessee undertakes, in both instances, fo extract 
from the deposits not less than 1,000 tons of salt annually and to 
pay the Government a royalty thereon of 40 cents (about 10d.) 
per ton.

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FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 

The following information respecting certain agricultural products 
in French Indo-China has been received from H.M. Consul at Hanoi 
(Mr. T. F. Carlisle) :— 

The exports of rice and paddy from Indo-China for the last five 
Rice and years, as given in the customs statistics, have 
Padd been as follows :—1903, 665,340 tons; 1904, 
y: 950,355 tons; 1905, 625,750 tons; 1906, 
728,786 tons; 1907, 1,413,540 tons. The year 1907 is the 
record year up to the present, and the prosperity due to the 
magnificent harvest and large export of rice is manifested in the 
increased imports into the colony. 
Cotton is chiefly cultivated in Cambodia, also to a less extent in 
the district of Than-Hoa, North Annam. Cam- 
Cotton. bodian cotton is of good quality with a longer 
staple than the cotton imported from India, 
but it costs from 10 to 20 per cent. more. It is cultivated along 
the banks of the Mekong. Lack of labour is one of the chief 
hindrances to an extension of the cultivation. It is much appre- 
ciated in Japan for certain special work. The Than-Hoa cotton 
is of inferior quality. Experiments have been made in planting 
cotton in other parts of Indo-China, but so far without much 
success. 
The Government has done a good deal to encourage the production 
of silk. A sericultural station has been erected 
Silk. at Phu-lang-thuong in Tonkin with the object 
of improving the race of silkworm and the 
quality of the silk, and the natives already appreciate the work 
that has been done and are eager to benefit by it. The principal 
centres of silk production are in Tonkin and Annam. Silk 
weaving is also on the increase. Silk crépes are produced at 
Quinhon on the coast of Annam. 
The rubber at present exported is obtained from wild creepers 
which are principally met with in the forests 
Rubber. in the Upper Laos. Plantations of Ficus elastica 
and of Hevea Brasiliensis have been made in 
certain regions, bit are not yet in bearing. A new rubber tree has 
been discovered in the mountainous parts of Northern Tonkin 
which is said to yield a product of excellent quality and of which 
considerable hopes are entertained for the future. 


SPAIN. 
The Acting British Consul at Seville (Mr. A. A. Henderson) 
Wine Tradein  7°PtS that considerable sto¢ks of last year’s 
ae wine remain in the hands of vintners in the 
Huelva District. Huelva districts, owing to the fact that com- 


peting wines from other districts could be bought at from 2°50 to 
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2°75 pesetas per arroba (18 litres), a price insufficient to cover the 
cost of production of the local wine. The near approach of the 
vintage season has compelled many vintners to sell off their stocks 
in order to obtain the use of their vats for this season, and prices 
have fallen to about 2°25 pesetas per arroba. Some vintners, to 
avoid selling their stocks at present prices, are contracting to 
deliver daily the must they produce. This year's crop of grapes 
promises to be plentiful, and it is not expected that the price of 
grapes will exceed 40 to 50 centimos per arroba (114 kilos.). 





ITALY (SICILY). 
The Acting British Consul at Palermo (Mr. W. A. Morrison) 
, reports that this year’s pistacchio-nut crop in 
aa oni Sicily is likely to be a ah one, not more im 
shal one-tenth of last year’s crop being anticipated. 
This is due to the scarcity of rain and the ravages of the troga- 
carpus ballesterit, a carpophagous parasite. 
Referring to the notice on p. 341 of the ‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 13th August, and to previous notices, respect- 
Sumach Crop. ing the Sicilian sumach industry, the Acting 
British Consul at Palermo reports that, as was 
anticipated, the crop has yielded one-third less than last year.

CHINA: JAPAN. 

Referring to recent notices in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” (see 
issues of 27th August, pp. 442-3; 3rd Sep- 
Rice Crops. tember, pp. 490-91; 10th September, p. 537) 
respecting the rice crops in various districts of 
China, the following information has now been received from 
H.M. Consulates at Wuhu, Shanghai, and Yokohama relative to 

the crops in those districts :— 
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Wuhu (Report dated 30th July).—“ The present prospects of the 
rice harvest in this Province are very favourable. The abnormally 
heavy rains in the latter half of June and the first half of July 
flooded the low-lying districts bordering on the river, but the con- 
dition of the crops throughout the Province is reported to be, on 
the whole, exceedingly good. The Chinese confidently anticipate 
what is termed an ‘eight-tenths’ harvest, which is a very good 
average yield and an advance on the returns for last year.” 

Shanghai (Report dated 31st July).—‘‘ The country in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Shanghai is not generally suitable for rice. 
The rice guild, however, which is interested in the local market, 
reports very favourably of the season’s prospects. The crops are 
due in September and October; the Ningpo crop at about the 
middle of August. At present a 90 per cent. crop is expected : 
the straw is thicker and stronger than last year’s and the heads 
- fuller. Slight rain will improve the rice, and unless heavy con- 
tinued rains or a typhoon come to lay the crops, a very satisfactory 
year is confidently anticipated.” 

Yokohama (feport dated 21st Auqust).—‘ According to experts 
quoted by the vernacular press, the rice crop promises to be a good 
one, and should be at least 10 per cent. better than the average. 
Up to the 20th July the weather was not favourable, but since 
_ then the conditions have been excellent, and provided there are no 
bad storms between now and the 10th September, it is hoped that 
a splendid crop will be obtained. Fears are, however, entertained 
in many quarters that owing to financial depression not enough 
manure was used.”

shipped from Durban should be carefully packed and graded, the 
Board of Trade are now informed by their Correspondent at 
Durban (Mr. A. D. C. Agnew) that the Natal Government Ento- 
mologist, reporting on the first trial shipments of Natal fruits, 
made during June, states that, speaking generally, the oranges 
and naartjes arrived at their destination in good condition, and 
fetched fair prices; in some cases, indeed, very high prices were 
realised. Great care is taken in grading the fruit, and the style of 
packing is very attractive ; it is anticipated that in course of time 
a very profitable trade will be done. ~»*

Journal” of the 16th July, relative to the 
Whale Industry. establishment of a whale fishing industry at 

Durban, the Board of Trade are now informed

The value of articles of merchandise imported from the interior 
of Arabia by land into Aden during the year ended 31st March last 
amounted to Rs. 24,75,007, as compared with Rs. 22,47,627 during 
the year ended 3lst March, 1907, and the value of the merchandise 
that passed into Arabia per inland communication from Aden during 
the same periods amounted to Rs. 14,97,086 and Rs. 13,77,774 
respectively. The value of the treasure that passed from Arabia 
into Aden in 1907-8 amounted to Rs. 1,23,387, as compared with 
Rs. 1,638,415 in 1906-7, while the treasure that passed into 
Arabia from Aden amounted to Rs. 1,55,406 as compared with 
Rs. 1,97,162. 





RUSSIA. 


H.M. Consul at Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove) has forwarded the 
following information, based on reports in the 
local newspapers, respecting the Nijny-Nov- 
gorod fair, which is now officially closed :— 

The demand for raw leather was weak, though the prices for 
many kinds dropped 10 per cent., and there was less demand than 
usual for prepared leather and leather goods, though the prices for 
these articles also dropped. The supply of wool was greater than 
last year, and though prices were from 15 to 20 per cent. less, very 
little business was done with foreign buyers. Business in feathers, 
down and furs was slack, there being practically no demand for the 
dearer sorts. There was a fair sale of cheaper kinds for the home 
market, but very little for abroad. Business in cotton goods was 
at first very slack; prices were then reduced on Ivanoff goods, and 
a fair business was done in them. Very little business was done 
in silk goods, especially those specially prepared for the Central 
Asian market, though prices were reduced before the fair. Cloth 
did much better than expected, there being no drop in prices and a 
fair demand. Haberdashery prices were from 10 to 20 per cent. lower 
than last year. Grocery wares did very well and prices were some- 
what higher than in the last few years. Fish did well in spite of 
higher prices. There was very little demand for drysalter goods, 
and a fair demand for metal goods.

There seemed to be very little money at the fair, and many 
purchasers did nearly all their transactions on credit. ‘The banks 
were very careful about discounting bills, and, in consequence of 
the large demand for money, the private banks increased their 
rate for discount. The local papers state that if the fair is to be 
taken as a criterion of the state of Russian trade and commerce, 
the outlook for the immediate future is not very hopeful. 


The Acting British Consul at St. Petersburg (Mr. C. H. Mackie) 
reports that the imports of Scotch herrings at 
Herring Trade. St. Petersburg in 1907 amounted to 219,300 
barrels as against 183,490 barrels in 1906. 
The season opened with a dull market, and only few sales could be 
effected. During the latter part of the summer, however, the 
market improved and a fair business was done. The increased 
importation had a depressing effect on prices, which remained low 
throughout the year. The importation of Norwegian herrings in 
1907 amounted to 54,900 barrels, as compared with 28,600 barrels 
in the preceding year. The imports of these herrings exceeded 
the demand, and large stocks remain over from last year. 
According to the Russian customs returns the imports of herrings 
at the principal ports in the Baltic during the year 1907 as com- 
pared with 1906 were as follows :—

Mr. Mackie states that the total quantity of Ceylon tea 
imported into Russia over the European and 

Tea Trade. Black Sea frontiers during the year 1907 was 
slightly in excess of the previous year, the 

figures given by the Russian Customs Department bein 
12,437,208 Ib. for 1907, as compared with 12,247,780 lb. for 1906, 
but was considerably less than that imported in 1905, which 
amounted to 18,404,928 lb. On the other hand, there was a 
diminished quantity of Indian tea imported during the same 
period, viz., 3,419,316 lb., as against 3,659,904 Ib. in 1906 and 
6,767,424 lb. in 1905. Of the total quantity, both of Ceylon and 
Indian tea, imported into the country, no less than 4,609,858 Ib. 
passed through St. Petersburg. The greatest quantity was, how- 
ever imported at Odessa, amounting to 5,515,668 lb. The

quantity of tea imported direct from Ceylon is estimated by the 
Customs Department at 10,496,600 lb. 

The total quantity of all teas imported from all countries 
amounted to 61,351,360 lb. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
No. 4,110.) 





GERMANY. 


The ‘‘ Reichsanzeiger” of 14th September publishes statistics of 
the production of sugar in Germany during 
Sugar Production. the campaign 1907-8 (from Ist September, 
1907, to 3lst August, 1908). In 1907-8 the 
quantity of raw beet used in sugar manufacture was 13,491,424 
metric tons as compared with 14,186,536 metric tons during the 
1906-7 campaign ; the amount of raw sugar produced in 1907-8 
was 1,842,092 metric tons against 1,949,099 metric tons in 1906-7, 
whilst the production of refined sugar amounted to 1,566,895 
metric tons in 1907-8 as compared with 1,655,833 metric tons in 
1906-7. The total output of sugar (raw and refined) during the 
period from September, 1907, to August, 1908, expressed in terms 
of raw sugar, was 2,135,979 metric tons as compared with 
2,241,110* metric tons in the corresponding period of 1906-7.

TURKEY-IN-ASIA (YEMEN). 
A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 


Desinianieed Embassy at Constantinople relative to com- 
Conditions mercial conditions in the vilayet of Yemen. 
It appears that last year’s coffee crop was very 
good, but the demand for Mokha coffee in Europe and the United 
States was not so big as usual, owing to the financial crisis in 
America, and the prices offered were below the average. The 
trade in hides and skins suffered considerably owing to the same 
cause, the United States being the principal buyer of these com- 
modities. The local supply, moreover, was not so plentiful as 
usual. The Dhurra (millet) crop was plentiful and there was a 
considerable quantity for export. ‘The piece-goods trade has been 
more or less paralysed during the past three months owing to the 
trouble in Zebeed arid the insecurity of the Hodeidah-Beit-El-Fakih 
and Hodeidah-Zebeed routes. The bulk of American and Man- 
chester piece-goods, consisting principally of unbleached grey 
sheetings, is sent from Hodeidah to Zebeed to be dyed, and thence 
transported and sold in the various markets of Yemen. The 
depression of trade in the interior through internal feuds is 
gradually causing a transference of the dyeing industry from 
Zebeed to Hodeidah, where several firms are now importing aniline 
(artificial) dyes from Germany on behalf of local Arab dyers.

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MEXICO. 


With reference to the notice on p. 183 of the “ Board of Trade 

Journal” of the 24th October, 1907, relating to 
Turtle Fisheries. a concession granted to Mr. H. J. Earle for the 

exploitation of fisheries off the coast of the 
Yucatan Peninsula, it may be noted that the Mexican “ Diario 
Oficial” of the 15th August publishes the text of a supplementary 
contract extending the rights originally conceded to include the 
turtle fisheries off the same coast, for the purpose of obtaining the 
shells. The original contract included the fishing rights for 
ordinary or common turtle, but the amendment relates to the 
species producing the turtle-shell, or so-called tortoise-shell, of 
commerce. 





COREA. 


The “‘ North-China Herald ” is informed by its Tokio Correspondent 
Patent of the publication in the Japanese Official 
PEP ipscas ay Gazette of the 13th August of the Laws dealing 
C , Ae ce with patents, trade-mark designs and copyrights 
OPyTg ny MAWES. in Corea. The regulations, which are the out- 
come of the Treaty between the United States and Japan, follow 
the lines of the Japanese laws on the subject ; but whereas Japan 
has hitherto adhered to the principle of priority of application in 
the recognition of trade-marks, she undertakes henceforth to take 
into consideration the principle of priority of use as well. 





JAPAN: 


The following information respecting the trade of Hakodate and 
Otaru during the first half of the current year has been received 
from H.M. Embassy at Tokio :— 


The import trade at Hakodate during the first six months of the 
Trade of present year amounted to 37,875/., as compared 
Hakodate with 51,974/. during the same period of 1907 ; 
the export trade during the first half of 1908 

amounted to 93,012/., as against 95,685/. in 1907. The decrease 
in imports is attributable to the absence of imports of flour this 
year, of which over 20,0001. worth was imported in 1907, and to a 
considerable diminution in the imports of kerosene oil, the value 
for 1908 being between 17,000/. and 18,000/., as compared with 
over 25,0001. in 1907. Imports of machinery increased by 11,1001., 
and paraffin wax from the United States by over 6,000/. The 
net decrease in the import trade amounts to 14,0991. The de- 
crease in exports is explained by a decline in the Chinese trade. 
Marine products fell off in value from 37,022/. during the first 
half of 1907 to 31,253/. during the first half of 1908, a decline of

5,7691. The export trade with Russian Asia, which amounted to 
over 20,0002. in 1907, was only a little over 5,000/., this year. The 
great decrease in the trade with China and Russian Asia is set off 
to a great extent by heavy exports of sulphur to Australia and 
North America, the value of which amounted to 48,4801., so that 
the net decrease in the export trade is only 2,673. 

The direct import trade of Hakodate is hardly so unfavourable 
as would appear from the returns. The import of flour in 1907, 
to the extent of over 20,000/. in value, was solely caused by the 
stranding of a steamer on her way from the Pacific Coast of the 
United States to Tsientsin, in the Tsugaru Strait, with the result 
that the damaged portion of her cargo had to be sold in Hakodate. 
What flour now finds its way to the Hokkaido is brought in 
directly wid the southern ports. Deducting this special import, 
the import trade of Hakodate for the first half of 1908 would show 
a slight increase over 1907. The imports of American kerosene 
into Hakodate are severely affected by the competition of Sumatran 
oil at Aomori. 

The import trade at Otaru during the first half of 1908 amounted 

to 243,428/. and the export trade to 125,183/., 
Trade of Otaru. as compared with 197,241/. and 189,975/., 

respectively, during the same period of 1907. 
The increase in wmports is due to special imports of railway 
material from the United States, Germany, and Belgium, on 
account of the doubling of the line between Temiya (Otaru) and 
Iwamizawa. xports of railway sleepers and timber have 
diminished owing to adverse financial conditions, while the trade 
with Vladivostok is not flourishing. The export of beer has 
ceased in consequence of the establishment of a large brewery in 
Vladivostok and the flooding of the market with German beer. 
Eggs, onions, and other important exports all show a decrease, 
and the trade cannot be said to be in a flourishing condition. 

Renewed activity in railway building and the necessary supplies 
therefor should result in largely increased imports into the port of 
Otaru during the next few years. Attention may be drawn to the 
statement that railway material comes from the United States, 
Germany and Belgium, and none apparently from the United 
Kingdom. While the supply of railway sleepers, chiefly to China, 
has decreased owing to the fall in silver, a growing market is 
being found for timber for building purposes. With regard to the 
export of beer, H.M. Embassy is informed that the brewery near 
Vladivostok has been established for some years. The quality of 
its beer has been greatly improved recently, and this, together 
with the severe competition of German beer, may account for the 
cessation of exports from the Hokkaido. It is probable, too, that 
the local demand may fully exhaust the output of the Sapporo 
brewery, especially since the inclusion of the latter in the Dai 
Nippon Brewery Company.
